What Have They to Offer? | QUEBEC BRIDGE OUTRAGE. 


(Edmonton Journal.) 

What have the Conservatives 
to offer in exchange for the 
present government? They offer 
a clean government, and honest 
appropriation and expenditure of 
the public money; the develope- 
ment of the arterial highways of 
commerce such that the products 
of the country can be exported at 
the minimum rate and with the 
greatest possible speed and in the 
best condition. They will im- 
prove our shipping ports and pro- 
vide transcontinental and trans- 
oceanic cold storage facilities ; 
they will improve the civil service 
such that the outside man will be 
placed on the same footing as the 
inside man; they will make a 
careful selection of immigrants;

delivery of the mails such as is 
obtained in the larger towns and 
cities; they will give the country 
a tariff policy such as will benefit 
the producer, the workingman 
and vested interests alike; they 
will promote a system of mutual 
preferential trade within the em- 
pire and they will restore to the 
western provinces their public 
domains. It will follow after the 
return of the Conservative party 
'to office, that there will be a gen- 
eral cleaning out of the depart- 
ments at Ottawa; supplies will be 
purchased on tender and the 
country saved the middleman’s 
prices; the timber leases will be 
cancelled as wellas the fishery 
leases and the death-blow dealt 
to contractors and the middlemen 
who are now sucking the life- 
blood out of the country and the 
services of a host of officials who 
do nothing but draw their salaries 
and live upon the product of other 
people’s work will be told to earn 
their living. There will be a re- 
form from thebottom up. Mr. 
Borden has pledged himself and 
the party to give Canada an 
honest administration of our pub- 
lic affairs and the people are de- 
termined to test them. If they do 
not carry out their promises, then 
it will be for the people to try 
their opponents again.

The People Must Pay All The 
Tremendous Liabilities of 
the Collapse. 


BUT FAVORITES IN THE 
COMPANY INSURED A 
PROFIT ON SCANDAL- 

OUS AFFAIR, 


Ottawa, July 17.—In the house 
of commons this morning Mr. 
Chisholm (Antigonish) submitted 
the majority report of the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate 
the financial history of the Quebec 
bridge. He argued that the mild 
conclusion of the report was jus- 
tified. He contended that the 
government had taken all the 
precautions that would be expect- 
ed with the knowledge then avail- 
able. The regrettable accident 
was wholly due to the trusted 
consulting engineer, Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Chisholm seemed disposed 
to congratulate the government 
in having its way clear to take 
possession of the million dollars’ 
worth of abutments, a_ million 
do}lars’ worth of approaches, and 
a million dollars’ worth of iron. 
He held that the liabilities were 
not much over 86,000,000. 


Mr.Monk followed with a strong 
arraignment of the government 
and company. He told how the 
company refrained from putting 
up their own money, spent all the 
subsidies and all it could borrow, 
and then came bankrupt to the 
government for help. The gov- 
ernment should have paid what 
was necessary and taken over the 
work. Instead it guaranteed six 
or seven millions of the company’s 
bonds. 

As the responsible parties the 
government should then have 
taken some interest in the char- 
acter and safety of the structure. 

That was what the deputy min- 
ister recommended. He recom- 
mended the appointment of an 
expert supervisor, The company 
objected and no appointment was 
made. 

The plans were, however, pre- 
sented to the government whose 
bridge engineer pronounced them 
too weak. That was disregarded 
and the government did nothing 
but endorse the bonds. 

Itis now established that the 
company’s engineers were ,with- 
out requisite knowledge and ex- 
perience. 

Here was the greatest bridge 
in the world under construction. 

The government was paying 
for it and giving no attention to 
the matter. 

The calamity occurred. Now it 
is proposed that the government 
shall pay all the bills, and take 
over tne wreck. The company 
was to lose nothing. It was to be 
relieved of all obligations. More 
than this, it was to be paid back 
all the money putin.

True, the govern- 
ment must build the bridge and 
must pay its guarantee, butit was 
under no obligatian to assume all 
the possible and unknown oblig- 
ations of the company, and to 
meet the numerous ciaims which 
would be rushed in when the gov- 
ernment became responsible. 
Much less should the government 
repay the company and allow the 
money to be putin with inte.est 
and profits. 


Dr. Walsh (Huntington) one of 
the conservative members of the 
committee. argued in support the 
minority report. He pronounced 
the affair ‘‘A National Disgrace.”’ 
He hoped that government would 
not, for purpose of implementing 
promises to friends, assume the 
obligations of the company and 
take over work which was pro- 
bably without value. 


The next attack on the bridge 
deal came from the liberal camp. 
Mr. Robitalle (liberal, Quebec 
county) gave his view of the 
inside history of the bridge com- 
pany. It washighly uncomplim- 
entary. He told how he had him- 
self before the accident warned 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier of the loose 
methods. He declared that a 
large part of the alleged paid up 
capital was in worthless notes, 

He followed with a strong attack 
on President Parent of the com- 
pany, ex-premier of Quebec, 
speaking of the personal favors 
received by Parent from the 
bridge contractors. 

Laurier and several other mem- 
bers called him to order, for these 
personal references, but Robitille 
gota chance to speak of men who 
were poora few years ago and 
now were buying three thousand 
dollar pianos. Robitaille strongly 
protested against the government 
assuming every single obligation 
of the company. 

Mr. Galliher (liberal) sevérely 


criticized Robitaille. 

Mr. Parent, son of the bridge 
company’s chairman, closed the 
debate, observing that Robitaille’s 
attack was the last kick of a 
dying ass. The minority report 
was rejected by fifty-one to one 
hundred and three. The majority 
report was adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Graham introduced a 
resolution authorizing the gov- 
ernment to take over the bridge 
on the terms provided in the orig- 
inal contracts.

The Advocate seems much sur- 
prised to learn that when a paper. 
opens up a mud slinging cam- 
paign for purely political pur- 
poses, the party which it repre- 
sents is bound to be fouled by the 
transaction. It thinks it time that 
the attempt to make-out that Mr. 
Root is the whole push in the 
Alberta ranching district should 
becalledin. As Mr. Root’s re- 
cord in relation to the ranching 
business is a matter of history it 
does not need to be defended by 
either himself or his friends. But 
when subsidized papers like the 


Globe and the Advocate start to 
knocking this good work (which 
by the way was performed with- 
out subsidy) and knocking the 
cattle business through their 
attacks upon’ the individual 
worker, simply because he is a 
Conservative candidate they are 
entitled tothe truth about their 
own party workers and to ‘‘git a 
plenty while they are gittin.”’ We 
do not wonder that the Advocate 
failsto relish a reprint of the 
speeches made by Mr. Puffer, M. 
P., Senator Talbot and Minister 
Finlay. But to the man engaged 
in raising cattle for market, they 
mark a milestone. Nothing more 
clearly defines the progress made 
by the Ranchers Association than 
a comparison of the attitude of 
these men toward the live stook 
industry when these speeches 
were made and their recent stunts 
in sprinting to climb in the band 
wagon and appear tu lead the 
movement in favor of extension 
of our cattle markets. 

The Advocate states that the 
Dominion Government ‘‘by its 
grant of 80 per cent. toward cold 
storage facilities, is aiding in 
the establishment of the Swift 
canning plant at Edmonton, and 
the Malcoim canneries at Medi- 
cine Hat.”’ Is thia another ‘‘cur- 


storage act.took effect March 2nd 
1907. In Jan. 1908 Minister 
Fisher stated that only three con- 
cerns had applied for grants 
under that act, two in the East 
and the Edmonton Produce Co, 
in Alberta. Later the govern- 
ment was asked who were the 
Edmonton Produce Co. and re- 
plied that it did not kncw. The 
gentleman who had done the cor- 
respondence with the government 
was dead. But the Advocate 
says that the Edmonton Produce 
Co. is Swift and the government 
brought into existence the Mal- 
colm and Swift canning plants. 
Mr. John Campbell of Loydmin- 
ister claims that Mr. Duncan 
Marshall of Edmonton declared 
before an audience of 150 farmers 
at Kitscoty, that the Alberta 


proceed with the erection of a 
pork packing plant till such time 
as Swift & Co., who are establish- 
ing a plant at Edmonton, wiil 
have been given an opportunity 
of assisting P. Burns & Co.,, of 
Calgary, to keep the people of 
Alberta from starving for the 
small sum of several inflated 
dividends.’’ (The Alberta Home- 
stead). Any people who are 
hoping for resulte from the re- 
cently appointed Pork Commis- 
sion would do well to meéditate 
upon the information afforded by 
the Advocate andby Mr. Camp- 
bell.

Its ill- 
ness according to the post mortem 
was not serious and might have 
been easily relieved and the life 
probably saved. 

The child’s mother, being mem- 
ber of one of those sects which 
believed‘in curing by faith, had 
neglected to summon aid but had

A_ BY-LAW to provide for the 
raising of the sum of $30,000 to defray 
the costs of constructing sewers in the 
Municipality of the Town of Red Deer. 

WHEREAS on the 13th day of Sep- 
tember, 1900, the Town of Red’ Deer 
finally passed By-law Number 109, a 
by-law to provide for the raising of 
the sum of $30,000 for the construction 
of a system of sewers in the Munici- 
pality of the Town of Red Deer. 

_ AND WHEREAS Debentures of the 

Town of Red Deer were issued for the 
said sum of $30,000 dated the 13th day 
of September, A. D., 1906, bearing 
interest at the rate of 5% per annum, 
interest on which was payable at the 
vate uforesaid for the first five years 
and thereafter the principal” and 
interest in thirty equal annual instal- 
nents, 

AND WHEREAS the said System 
of Sewers huve been constructed and 
the same paid for by way of an over 
draft on the Bankers of the Town 
although the said Debentures have not 
been sold. 

AND WHEREAS at the present 
time a purchaser of the said Deben- 
tures cannot be procured, who is will- 
ing to take the same at par.

Another Warning. 


The Zustoms revenue of the 
Dominion Government in March 
of 1908 was $900,000 less than in 
the same month of 1907. The 
revenue from this source in June 
was $1,600,000 less than for the 
same month of last year. For 
the four months ending with June 
receipts from Customs were 
$5,300,000 below those for the 
same four months in 1907. These 


figures constitute another warn- 
ing of the danger that will be in- 
volved in continuing the course 
of extravagance which now pre- 
vailg at Ottawa. With a falling 
revenue at home and an increas- 
ing interest charge abroad, the 
necessity for putting the \brakes 
on the spending departments 
should be clear enough to impress 
itself even on the most obtuse of 
the Government’s Parliamentary 
following.—Exchange.
